1110, Old I'eter Terrorua ccuiceived 
the idea of draining thia abandyiied mine 
by incaiia of a tunnel through solid rock, 
a distance of a mile and a half, lie toiled 
upon this undertaking twelve long years, 
sneered and jeered at by the "unbelieving 
Thomases," who coiisidorod him a harm- 
less thuuoh industrioiis crank. Striking 
an occasional vein with aullicient silver to 
carry on liia enterprise, he completed his 
task and tapped a bonanza of fabulous 
riches.

•So, 000, 000 ill building reduction worka. 
W hen his ohildreu were baptisied, the 
procession walked on bars of silver. He 
loaned the King of Old Spain §1,000,000, 
which has never boon paid. Ho also tilted 
out two ahipa of tin; largest size, hiiilding 
them of mahogany and cedar, and pre- 
aciited them to thu King with an invita 
tion to visit thu country, aasuring him 
that hia horse should tread on nothing but 
iiioots of silver from Vera Cruz to the 
capital, and the plan's wliere he lodged 
would also be lined with iheaiune precious 
metal. .Suiely, if this regally goiioroua 
idii fellow biuight his title, he paid for ii. 
However, it is what the ciuiiit did for the 
pe>, pie and not for his King, that holds 
ilia memory fresh and green. — Correa- 
lioiidenl Huston Herald.

Why 
should not the ranchowncu, ho asks, sell 
bis land direct to the ooluniats in sm ill 
lots 'I The sottleineiit of a colony on tho 
estate would thou be acoouipliahed cm a 
cheaper basis. The writer states that the 
upper class (jf Englishinon havo formerly 
preferred oniig iting to the British colon- 
ies, but if good iiiducomonts are held out 
will turn their direction to California. — S. 
F. Chronicle.
